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TEXAS PAINTERS 


Much attention has beenfocused recently on Texas paintings in 
the Capitol, with the State Library's renovation program and the 
lighting of the portraits by the Friends of Texas Libraries. 


The Senate of the Fifty-Third Legislature appointed an interim 
committee to consider the renovation of five of the most famous 
paintings in the Capitol, Stephen F. Austin, artist unknown, Dawn 
at the Alamo, and The Battle of San Jacinto, by H. A. McArdle, 


David Crockett and The Surrender of Santa Anna, by William H. 
Huddle. 














Everyday hundreds of tourists see these paintings in their visits 
to the Capitol. They have been reproduced in history texts so that 
the predominant conception of The Surrender of Santa Anna is that 
of Huddle's painting, even though other artists have conceived this 
scene differently. As a matter of interest Texas Libraries is re- 
printing the biographical sketches of these two Texas artists ‘that 
appeared in Year Book For Texas, 1901. 








H. A. .MCARDLE, SAN ANTONIO 


This justly famous Texas painter was borninIreland, of French 
and Irish parentage. Whenhe was three years of age his father died, 
and when he was eleven his mother's gentle life came to aclose as 
flowers fall asleep at set of sun, not, however, before she had 
taught him the rudiments of art and fired his soul with a love for 
the profession, in which he has since excelled. After her death he 
studied under Sauveur, an accomplished French artist, with whom 


he often went down to the shipping in Belfast to sketch the vessels 
and water. 


When fourteen years of age he came to the United States with a 
maidenaunt, whodied shortly after their arrival. He later resumed 
his studies under Professor D. A. Woodward, of Baltimore (one of 
the greatest masters of technique in the country), who had worked 
in Europe and secured a royal command to paint a portrait of the 
Prince of Wales - - now Edward VI of England. Young McArdle 
studied to good purpose, as is evidenced by the fact that he won ‘the 
Peabody first prize and medal at the Maryland Academy of Design 


in 1869, at that time, perhaps, the best art schoolin the United 
States. 





When the war between the States began he went to Richmond, Va., 
and enlisted in the Confederate army. Before the close of the war 
he was ordered to Richmond to serve in the navy department as 
draughtsman for the gunboats then being constructed. In the first 
campaign of General R. E. Lee in West Virginia he was on the en- 
gineer staff. 


After the close of the war he married, in Albermarle county, 
Va., Miss Jennie Smith, and commenced the studies for his paint- 
ing. "Lee at the Wilderness," but after two years his work was 
brought to aclose by anorder from his wife's physician to take her 
to the West Indies or Texas. (The dread disease consumption had 
gone beyond the healer's skill. ) 


He came to Texas in the winter of 1868-1869 and, after the death 
of his wife, in 1871, resumed work on his "Lee at the Wilderness;}' 
intending to remainin Texas but for ashort time. He had as models 
the very men needed for his canvas -- soldiers of the glorious Hood's 
Texas Brigade, on whom Lee relied to restore his broken line at 
the Wilderness and whom he attempted to lead in person, but was 
restrained by the love and solicitude of the heroic Texans, one of 
whom seized his "Traveler's" rein and led him out of danger while 
the cry passed along the line, ''Leeto the rear!" This work brought 
tears to the eyes of Jefferson Davis whenhe stood before it in Hous- 
ton in 1875. 


While McArdle was engaged on this work he read muchof Texas 
history and greatly enjoyed conversing with and listening to the ex- 
periences of the old veterans, and the more he read and learned of 
the early days in Texas the greater to him was the fascination of 
the State's wonderful and dramatic history, soreplete with subjects 
for painter and sculptor, and concluded to make Texas his home. 


The following are a few of the themes he has worked out: ''Battle 
of San Jacinto"; ''Ben R. Milam Calling for Volunteers to Storm San 
Antonio"; "Henry Karnes Breaking through the Walls with Crowbar" 
(during the storming, 1835); 'Deaf Smith Announcing the Destruction 
of Vince's Bridge"; and a smaller painting (four by seven feet) of 
the "Battle of San Jacinto.'' The last four paintings were commis- 
sioned by Mr. Jas. T. De Shields, who also had the portraits of 
Juan N. Seguin, Baron de Bastrop, Collin McKinney, Jas. A. Syl- 
vester, Samuel M. Williams, General Houston, etc., painted. Mr. 
De Shields also purchased the large canvas "The Settlement of Texas 
by Anglo-Americans,'' which hangs in the Hall of the House of Rep- 
resentatives in Austin. 
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Mr. McArdle is nowengaged on afull-length portrait of Houston 
from lately found material -- a magnificent pen and ink study from 
life, made by the great Hungarian artist, Ivonski. (This, too has 
been commissioned by Mr. De Shields. ) 


The next and crowning work of Mr. McArdle will be the placing 
on canvas of aconception worked out more thana quarter of a cent- 
ury ago, ''The Dawn at the Alamo''* (the fall of the Alamo) -- amost 
powerful and dramatic conception. This work will be a companion 
to the 'San Jacinto" painting. The Alamo was the butchery, the 
sacrifice; San Jacinto -- seven weeks afterwards, and the same 
Mexican soldiers -- vengeance, retribution. 


There hang in the Senate Chamber of the capitol in Austin two 
portraits by McArdle. One, that of Reuben M. Potter, author of 
the 'Hymn of the Alamo,''was presented to the State by the Texas 
Veterans' Association, for whose commission it was painted. The 
other is a full-length portrait of Jefferson Davis, pronounced a 
"magnificent portrait'' by Mrs. Davis, who complimented the artist 
in an elegant note. This work was presented to the State by a few 
patriotic citizens of Brenham, Texas. 


While Mr. McArdle's practice was based, or formed, on the 
French manner, he long years ago discarded all schools and teach- 
ers save one -- Nature -- as impediments and interference with 
originality, without which no work wasever great. And now, while 
insisting on models for every object he represents, his works are 
an interpretation of, and not a substitute for, Nature. 


The labor of preparation for an elaborate historical painting, 
when conscientiously carried out, is very great, and may be illus- 
trated by the preparatory work for the "Battle of San Jacinto" pic- 
ture. First, all obtainable published matter bearing on the history 
of Texas (histories, biographies, clippings, etc.), as well as man- 
uscripts, letters, etc, were consulted. Next, the survivors were 
either interviewed, or corresponded with, even to Santa Anna him- 
self. Then the battlefield had to be frequently visited and water and 
vegetation (from grass to trees) studied, as well as the topography 
of the battlefield, and distant landscape for the background of the 
picture. Then followed the study of uniforms, arms and equipment 
of the Mexican soldiery, in which work the artist was aided by Gen- 
eneral O. O. Howard, of the United States army (the same General 
Howard, by the way, whocommanded the Eleventh Corps at Chancel- 
lorsville, where it was well nigh annihilated by Jackson). "Howard

had gone to Mexico,'"' says Mr. McArdle, "to visit the battlefields 
of Taylor and Scott. I sent him a description of the Mexican arms, 
uniforms, etc., represented on my canvas, and with this descrip- 
tion he called on President Diaz, who courteously gave anorder to 
the war department to ascertain if the details were correct. My 
description came back thus endorsed. 'The arms, uniforms, etc., 
as carriedsand worn by the Mexican soldiers in 1835-1836 corre- 
spond with your work. (Signed) O. O. Howard, Guy Howard, aide- 
de-camp, '"' 


Another labor was the collection of old flintlock pistols, muskets, 
shotguns, rifles, sabres, swords, Mexican blankets, improvised 
aparejos, etc., as models. One gun came from New Mexico, and 
a Mexican blanket from Laredo, contributed by the late General H. 
P. Bee, of San Antonio. 


But the greatest of all labors was in securing models for men 
and horses -- an undertaking, too, accompanied by much expense. 
This was not all. All existing portraits of the San Jacinto soldiers 
had to be hunted up. Next came the study of single figures and 
groups, not only working for likeness, but for higher expression, 
motionand action, and, finally, the esquisse, and a linear perspec- 
tive of single figures, groups, and the composition as a whole. -The 
last feature of the work is not always carried out, even in less 


elaborate productions, because of its difficulties and the great time 
consumed in its execution. "Ona sheet of'paper some eighteen 
inches wide,'' says Mr. McArdle, "I was engaged for more than a 
year on this part of the work. There were more than seven years 
given to the canvas, and for many, many months my sleep did not 
average two hours per night. 


A competent critic comparing McArdle's painting, ''Battle of 
San Jacinto, '' with James Walker's famous so-called great picture, 
"Battle of Gettysburg," says: "In the one (Battle of Gettysburg) 
there is much shade and great smoke (where bad color and worse 
drawing could be hid), and the figures in silhouette are relieved 
only by the smoke -- no detail of features or expression being pos- 
sible under such circumstances. In the other (Battle of San Jacinto) 
neither blackness nor smoke is resorted to. By the way, I read 
not long ago, a good joke at the expense of some battle painters: 
the writer wanted to know how the indifferent draftsmen would now 
manage in representing a battle with smokeless powder! The one 
has horsemenprancing about without any apparent purpose, or aim, 
McArdle's has not a 'lay,' unoccupied nor an unmeaning figure or 
action; and all figures have, in their action and expression, a ref- 
erence to others." ° 





''My positions and views in art, in brief,'' says Mr. McArdle, 
"may be summed up as follows: No color, however magnificent, 
nor line, however subtle, can make a work of art. Without expres- 
sion, truth, and a story told, the-canvas had better been left un- 
touched. "' 


A request for McArdle to furnish material for a description of 
his studio brought the following response: ''My studio? Little better 
thanthe great James Barry's carpenter shop, where he entertained 
Edmund Burke and where Burke was left to look after the steaks 
while Barry went after the 'alf and 'alf (porter and ale)."' 


He has the following children: Willett A., Philip H., Marie F., 
Marmaduke P., and J. Ruskin. 


His skill as a portrait painter is fully commensurate with his 
skill as an historical painter, and his brush is in great request for 
such work, which affords rest from heavier labor. 


WILLIAM H. HUDDLE, AUSTIN. 


The late William Henry Huddle, whose paintings, ''Surrender of 
Santa Anna," ''Davy Crockett, ''and portraits of the provisional gov- 


ernor (1835-6), president adinterim, presidents of the Republic, and 
governors of the State of Texas, adorn the walls of the capitol of 
Texas at Austin, where they daily excite the admiration of every 
competent critic of art, was born in Wytheville, Virginia, Febru- 

ary 12, 1847, the sonof S. G. and Mrs. Nancy (Foster) Huddle, both 

of whom, in later years, moved to and died in Texas. 


He received his literary education in Virginia and Tennessee; 
served in the Confederate army during the last two years of the 
war; moved to Paris, Texas, in 1866, where he worked at the gun- 
smith's trade for several years and employed his leisure hours 
during the day and at night in studying the principles, and prac- 
ticing the art, of drawing and painting, for which he had shown 
remarkable talent from early childhood; later continued his stud- 
ies in Nashville, Tenn., and New YorkCity, his earlier productions 
evoking from his masters prophecies of future excellence and dis- 
tinction, and his final preliminary work asa student their unquali- 
fied praise; returned to Texas; located at Austin in 1877, and from 
that time forward labored with a zeal, unremitting energy, skill 
and constantly expanding genius that won for him aplace among the 
best artists that the South or, for that matter, the United States, 
has produced. 





During his stay of three years in Nashville, Tenn., he was a 
student of hiscousin, F. J. Fisher, aneminent portrait painter who 
painted a number of pictures for the White House. 


In New York he studied at the Academy of Design for two years. 
In 1874 he and other advanced scholars of the Academy rebelled, 
left that institution, and established the Art League, which, from 
its commencement, was, and now is, the leading art school of 
America. 


In 1884 he went to Munich, Germany, wherehe spent twoyears 
under the best painters in Europe, perfecting himself in his profes- 
sion. 


He then returned to Austin, where he subsequently resided until 
his death of Bright's disease, March 23, 1892. He was a member 
of the Episcopal Church. The religious rites following his decease 
were pronounced by Rev. T. B. Lee, rector of St. David's. The 
remains were followed to their last resting place by a large con- 
course of sorrowing friends. 


He was married to Miss Nannie Z. Carver, of Austin, who 
with an only child, Miss Marguerite Huddle, survive him.

TEXAS IN 1839 
Prepared by the Archives Division 


Texas in 1839 would have beenan exciting place to live. It was 
a land of booming ambitions and great ideas, of river-bottom plan- 
tations and Mexican haciendas, of frontier hardships and ever- 
present Indian dangers. It was aland of growing opportunity where 
people were struggling for livelihood and fortune and where states- 


men were trying to preserve the hard-won independence of just 
three short years. 


Eighteen Thirty-Nine was an election year in Texas and in No- 
vember Mirabeau B. Lamar became President and Sam Houston 
became a representative in the House from San Augustine. On the 
frontier andin East Texas, the Indianproblems seemed to be reach- 
ing aclimax, and in the fall of the year a Texas army administered 
a severe defeat to the Cherokee Indians then living in East Texas, 
On the frontier Parker's fort and old Fort Houston stood almosta- 
lone to resist Comanche incursions such as the one in 1836 when 
Cynthia Ann Parker had been taken captive. 


Milam, at the westernedge of asettlement on the Brazos River, 
was really Fort Milam, a ranger post at the site of Sarahville de 
Viesca, capital of the old Robertson Colony, and further south the 
new townof Austin stood at the edge of the frontier on the Colorado, 
a location which many Texans considered ridiculous and fool<hardy. 


It is easy for the imagination to conjure up the stirring events 
of the time when one looks at an early map, with its old and often 
long-forgotten names, its quaint spellings, and its fanciful geog- 
raphy. A recent acquisition by the Archives Divisionis a rare map 
of the Republic of Texas reproduced on the following page. The date 


of publication is unknown, but the map depicts Texas as it was 
known in 1839. 


Of particular interest tomodern Texans will be the boundaries 
the cartographer shows of the early counties and of the Republic 
itself. It will be noticed that the Nueces River is shown as the 
southern boundary of Texas, and the Mexican states of Coahulia 
Nuevo Leon, and Tamaulipas are shown extending across the Rio 
Grande. Obviously the man who drew this map was no Texian* -- 
any good Texan knows that one of the first acts of the First Con- 
gress of the Republic of Texas had been to declare the Rio Grande 


fromits mouth to its source, as the Southernand Western boundary 
of Texas. 


* Ed. note: ''Texian" rather than ''Texan"' was in general use a- 
mong the Colonists and during the days of the Republic. Othervar- 
iations were ''Texican" and "Texienne, "' 
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The map-maker erred also in showing the county of San Patricio 
asa part of the Mexicam state of Tamaulipas: San Patricio was ene 
of the original counties of the Republic of Texas and, while it had 
not been represented at the Consultation of 1835, had sent repre- 
sentatives to the General Council the same year. 


It is interesting to note that at the time this map was compiled 
Travis County had not yet been created, so the capital of Texas is 
shown in old Bastrop County. Colorado is incorrectly rendered on 
the map as Colerado. Amisprint makes Nences Bay out of Nueces 
Bay. Thetownof SanPatriciois partially Englished toSan Patrick, 
but the Spanish, Rio Trinidad, is used for the Trinity River. Also 
the Rio Grande is named on the map, as Rio Brave del Norte, and 
a phonetic spelling is used for Comanche. These are but a few of 
the interesting curiosities which lend interest toamap that is valu- 
able because of its early date and the fact that it represents an 
original contemporary compilation.

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MISS SMITHER, STATE ARCHIVIST, RETIRES 


Itis with regret that the Texas State Library announces the re- 
tirement of Miss Harriet W. Smither as State Archivist, effective 
September 30, 1953. Although a Virginian by birth, Miss Smither 
is also a staunch Texan by choice. She is recognized throughout 
the State as one of the outstanding Texas historians and as among 
the best archivists of the country. She has her B.S. andM.S. de- 
grees from the University of Texas. The subject of her Doctor's 
dissertationis the Life of Dr. Ashbel Smith. Although nearly com- 
pleted, herdissertation has had tobe put aside owing tothe pressing 
duties of the Archives. 

Prior to becoming Archivist, Miss Smither taught history in 
the high schools. She is author of the Student's History of Our Coun- 
try, although two other names appeared on the title page. This was 
the State adopted text book for years. 

After coming to the State Library, Miss Smither did some not- 
able editorialwork. Volumes five and six of the Papers of Mirabeau 
Buonaparte Lamar were edited by her. In regard to her editing of 
the very incomplete manuscripts of the Journals of the Fourth Con- 
gress of the Republic of Texas and the Journals of the Sixth Congress 
of the - Republic of Texas, Dr. W. C. Binkley wrote in the American 
Historical Review, v. 37: "With painstaking care Dr. Smither has 
reconstructed the journals by bringing together materials from 
contemporary Texas newspapers, from official manuscript records, 
and from private collections ... The editinghas beendone in a man- 
ner that inspires confidence.'' She has contributed frequently to 
historical publications. Among her writings which appeared in the 
Southwestern Historical Quarterly are: English Abolotionism and 
the Annexation of Texas; The Alabama Indians of Texas; Diary of 
Adolphus Sterne, which she edited. She has also contributed to 
the American Archivist and the Handbook of Texas. 

When Miss Smither became Archivist some twenty-eight years 
ago, the Archives Division was relatively small and of limited use. 
She soon began to arrange with other State departments for the trans- 
fer of early material of archival value to the Archives. Manuscript 
material from the Governor's Office, Secretary of State, Comptrol- 
ler, Treasury and other departments was received. “It has been 
Miss Smither's desire to, also, have county records transferred, 
but housing space is limited. A conservative estimate of the Ar- 
chives is 1,000,000 pieces of manuscripts. 

Miss Smither has spared nothing, leastof all, herself, in build- 
ing up the Archives and inhelping those who came to her for assist- 
ance. Students, lawyers, state officials, oil companies, interested 
citizens, business men, school children - all who came were given 
the same careful attention. Most students of Texas history sooner 
or later found their way to her. It is not Miss Smither's brillant 
scholarship alone that has made the Archives what it is today. Her: 
quiet dignity and never failing willingness to render service has 
gained for her the respect, admiration and friendship of countless 
numbers who will regret to learn of her retirement. The Texas 
State Archives will ever stand as a monument to her. 





















































MISS WILCOX RETIRES 


After having beenassociated with the Texas State Library since 
1917, Miss Fannie M. Wilcox will retire September 30. Miss Wil- 
cox is a graduate of Southwest Texas State Teachers College and 
has attended Southwestern University and the University of Texas. 
She beganher library career as apprentice at Southwestern Univer- 
sity Library and later attended the University of Illinois Library 
School. 

Miss Wilcox came to the Texas State Library as Assistant Li- 
brarian and Cataloger. She was acting Legislative Reference Li- 
brarian at one time while the Legislative Reference Librarian was 
on leave of absence. Upon the resignation of the State ‘Librarian 
in 1927, she became Acting State Librarian, later State Librarian. 

In 1927, under the former librarian, legislative provision was 
made for a Library Organizer, later called Extension Director 
and the appointment of the first Library Organizer by Miss Wilcox 
was anevent of state-wide library interest. During Miss Wilcox's 
administration twenty three county libraries wereestablished. The 
lending of demonstration collections of books of from 100 to 1,500, 
to encourage the establishment of public libraries, was begun, and 
district library conferences were first held in the state. 

When the Library of Congress began providing books for the 
blind, the State Library was made a distributing center for Texas. 
The publication of Texas Libraries, discontinued onaccount of lack 
of funds, was revived. The Library sponsored the W.P.A. State 
Wide Library Project, and when the Project closed, its hundreds 





of books were turned over to the Library for disposition. These 
books were given to many college and public libraries over the state. 
Two Victory Book campaigns were carried on with Miss Wilcox as 
State Chairman. 


The administration went through the "lean years" - the State on 
a deficieucy for years, reductions in state appropriations, the de- 
pression, the war - but the library went steadily forward. 

In 1945, Miss Wilcox, wishing to be relieved of the responsibil- 
ity of State Librarian, resigned. At the same time the positionas 
Assistant Librarian became vacant and Miss Wilcox was asked to 
take theposition. This she did. She later became Director of Proc- 
essing in which position she was continued to the present time. 

Miss Wilcox's never failing courtesy, her tact and consideration 
of others, her refinement and good taste, and her firmness of pur- 
pose are known and appreciated by all who had the good fortune to 
come in contact with her. For those who have had the opportunity 
of working with her, it has been a rare privilege. 

All who appreciate effective, conscientious work and workers, 
will long remember and honor Miss Wilcox, and to quote .Miss 
Laura A. Hobby, long time member of the Texas Library and 
Historical Commission, "Her resignation will take from the —Li- 
brary a most valued member of'the staff, who has ‘fulfilled -var- 
ious positions so ably." 














NEWS FROM LIBRARIES OVER THE STATE 


Members of the Arlington Rotary club voted to make the decoration and 
furnishing of one room in the new Arlington Public Library a club project. 





The Wharton County Library planned to sponsor a stamp exhibit and 
lecture August 8th. Mr. M. P. L. Love, an outstanding stamp collector 
from Houston was to have exhibited his personal collection and also lec- 
ture on stamps. 


Students of Donald Pierce, New York artist, who conducted a painting 
class in Port Arthur in June, exhibited at the Memorial Library, work 
done under his instructions. The exhibit lasted for one week in August. 





In Greenville, a contract for the construction of a new and modern library 
building on the West Lee Street site of the old Catholic church, recently 
purchased by the City, was awarded to Rutherford & Sons Construction 
Co., of Greenville, at a meeting of the City Council August llth. 





The Executive Board of the Hill County Public Library has set the date 

for the annual library drive for the first two weeks in September. During 
this time Friends of the Library will be personally contacted by Library 
Board members for contributions. In 1951 there were 164 families registered 
as Friends of the Library and in 1952 the list had increased to 209. 





Forty Negro children received diplomas at the Kemp high school branch of 
the Carnegie Library of Bryan on August 14th in a special program planned 
for those who have taken part in the summer reading program, supervised 
by Mrs. Katie Johnson, branch librarian. 





Also Mrs. Louis V. Hannah, children's librarian of the Bryan Carnegie 
Library, reported that 16,000 books were checked out from the Children's 
Room from April 18th to August 3lst. Roy Lemus, who read 83 books in 
three months, won the award. The départmént Helds'a 30 minute radio 
program every Saturday morning. Mrs. Ardith Melloh is librarian of the 
Bryan Carnegie Library. 


During August a membership drive for Friends of the Irving Memorial Public 
Library was conducted. Many people mailed in checks and others stopped by 
the library to join. The money is to be used for furnishing and equipping the 
new proposed library for Irving. 


The Dallam County Library announced that 711 books were lent during July 
and 23 new memberships were added. Ninty-eight children enjoyed the weekly 
story telling hours held each Saturday morning. 


Mr. M. M. Harris, editor of San Antonio Express, was re-elected for the 
19th term as president of the San Antonio Library Board, at a board meeting 
held August 13th, in which all the officers were elected by a unanimous vote. 





In addition to many other projects, displays, exhibits, and meetings held at 
the Montgomery County Library during the summer, 15,023 books were circu- 
lated, 665 back numbers of periodicals, 64 pamphlets, 130 record albums, 
117 films and filmstrips. Projectors and players were lent 28 times. One 
hundred and seventy four new borrowers were registered.

Mr. Ibbotson, a native of New York, has served with libraries in New York, 
Waterville, Maine and Galveston before coming to Fort Worth. The city li- 
brary board will meet October 14 to consider hiring a successor.

Miss Garretson was 
graduated from the Mississippi State College for Women. 





The Bellaire Community Library of Houston will lose one of its most efficient 
helpers when 13-year-old Anna Kay Moses goes back to school. She walked 
into the library last July lst and said she would like to work there, since she 





wants to be a librarian. She has given 25 hours per week to the library 
and the furtherance of her career-to-be. Chief Librarian, Ruth Herbert, 
says Anna Kay is the best unofficial assistant she has ever had. 


The Marshall City Federation of Women's Clubs has named Mrs. R. E. 


Hunt as the new librarian. She replaces Mrs. Jesse Blalock who resigned 
earlier this year. 


Mrs. Bess Ann Motley, Dallas County Librarian since 1948, received her 
Master'sdegree in Library Science from TSCW, Denton, August 2lst. For 
her thesis Mrs. Motley chose "Library Summer Reading Clubs in Dallas 
County from 1946-1953."

The 
will directs that the $20,000 Negro library building be built on the west side 
of the Terrell High School grounds if space permits. 


The long fight to secure a public library for Sweetwater and Nolan County 
moved a step nearer victory recently when the county commissioners agreed 

to back the project up to $8, 000 a year if the city will provide a library build- 
ing and half of the utilities. Members of the library committee of the Woman's 
Forum have been meeting first with the city group,, then with the county at 
intervals for the past two years, and are trying to work out agreements between 
the two by which a library can be secured and maintained.

Yeager said the building would contain 4,010 square feet 
of floor space with a frontage of 78 feet and a dept of 50 feet. There will be a 
space for 58 readers and 28,650 books. Location will be fifty feet west of the 
city hall on West Main Street.

Cavelier, Sieur de La Salle. Parkman states in his La Salle and the dis- 
covery of the great West. (Boston 1897, p. 469) that when the Spaniards, 
bent on the destruction of Fort St. Louis, reached the settlement in 1689, 
''a scene of desolation mettheirsight. Here, too, trampled in mud and 
' soaked with rain, they saw more than two hundred books, many of which 
still retain the traces of costly bindings."' -- From T. L.A. Handbook No. 
Four. 











TEXAS FEDERATION OF WOMEN'S CLUBS AND THE 
LIBRARY MOVEMENT IN TEXAS 


The Texas Federation of Women's Clubs was organized by brave and 
venturesome spirits at Waco in1897. Their first annual convention was 


held in Tyler in 1898 when Mrs. J. C. Terrell of Fort Worth proposed 
the following resolutions: 


l. That the establishment of Public Free Libraries in Texas be 
adopted as the work of the Federation. 


. That the President appoint a library committee of five as a 
standing committee. 


. That the President of the State University, the State Superin- 
tendent of Education and three other gentlemen be requested 
to work with the committee on an advisory board in devising 
ways and means for the accomplishment of this great work. 


The resolutions were adopted unamimously. -- From T. L. A.
